PROPERTY DAMAGE 
Canada Experienced 


During 1945 


In the year 1945 there were 52,173 
fires in Canada causing a property 
loss of $41,903,020, according to 
figures released by Dominion Fire 
Commissioner W. L. Clairmont, Ot- 
tawa, 

Across the country the greatest 
cause of fires was carelessness of 
smokers. This fault caused 17,582 
fires with a loss of $2,286,430, 

An even greater property loss was 
caused by defective electrical wiring 
and appliances. These accounted for 
a loss of $3,813,153. 

Close behind in the list came fires 
furnaces, boiless 
and smoke pipes. These caused 5,464 
fires and a loss of $3,097/785. 

Overheated chimneys and flues 
were responsible for 3,708 blazes, hot 
ashes, coals and open fires produced 
sparks on roofs meant 
1,262 calls for Canadian firefighters. 

Other causes of fire were gasoline 
explosions, lights other than electric,

In areas where alfalfa is raised 
selected high @@ality alfalfa hay 
should be used to supplement the 1a- 
tion. Omly very leafy, green aay 
should be used and if this is fed to 
make up not more than 10 per cent 
of the ration it will not cause any 
drop in egg quality, The+ hay will 
provide supplements of protein, mi, 
eral, and vitamins It can be fed eithey 
whole, in which case it is put in racks 
or simply placed on the floor of the 
house, or it can be ground into a 
meal and mixed with the mash, Com- 
mercial alfalfa meal can be used pros 
vided that it is made from high qual- 
ity alfalfa but it is better to use tne 
fresh, home grown product if it is 
available, 

In ordey to obtain maximum pro- 
duction and strong shells it is neces- 
sary that minerals be supplied to the 
birds, Thie essential minerals include 
sodium calcium aad phosphorous, 
Sodium is supplied in common galt 
and the calcium and phosphorous are 
contained in bone meal and mon-cal- 
cium phosphate, Ground limestone and 
oyster shell provide calcium only but 
are very essential in maintaining egg 
shell quality, 

Despite the shortage of supplemeats
